City denies it rejected ads calling for Lucy's relocation

“Her family is eager to 
get her back,” said family 
friend Tim Willson. 

It had been intended she 
arrive home yesterday, but 
space limitations at the 
University of Alberta Hos¬ 
pital pushed her arrival 
back by 24 hours. 

A trust fund for funeral 
and medical expenses has 
been set up at Canadian 
Western Bank.

Animal rights ads pushing 
for the relocation of the 
city's biggest resident 
have become a big white 
elephant, although they 
haven't yet been posted. 

After what city officials 
are calling a “misunder¬ 
standing,” Pattison Out¬ 
door Group, an ad agency, 
decided to pull sensitive 
ads bound for city property 
featuring the Valley Zoo’s 
now-controversial pachy¬ 
derm, Lucy the elephant. 

“These ads are entirely 
appropriate to run, they 
can, and should run,” said 


city communications direc¬ 
tor Robert Moyles. 

Zoocheclc Canada re¬ 
quested and paid for ads 
set to adorn billboards, bus¬ 
es and bus shelters reading 
“Isolation and a bitter cold 
winter on the way. Hasn't 
she endured enough?” 

Ads were to be erected 
yesterday, but were halted 
after Pattison officials 
claimed through email the 
city rejected them, 
Zoocheclc spokeswoman 
Julie Woodward said. 

“That’s a complete erro¬ 
neous statement for Patti¬ 
son to have made. They’ve 
apologized, for starters,” 
Moyles said. “Their expla¬ 
nation is that it is a sensi-

tive local issue, so they as¬ 
sumed without checking 
with us.” 

Pattison vice-president 
Brian de Ruiter confirmed 
the company made “an in¬ 
correct assumption about 
ads going up on city prop¬ 
erty,” based on “second¬ 
hand information that the 
ads would be frowned up¬ 
on.” 


Moyles said it’s too early 
to tell if the decision will 
affect the city’s future rela¬ 
tionship with Pattison. 

Various groups, includ¬ 
ing famed face of animal 
rights, Bob Barker, say Lucy 
should be moved to a sanc- 
tuaiy. Zoo officials claim 
though Lucy is healthy, a 
strenuous move would kill 
her.

HiNi Admitting the 
province is already facing 
a pandemic, the province’s 
chief medical officer said 
they are well prepared to 
weather an outbreak if the 
Influenza A (H1N1) virus, 
also known as swine flu, 
hits Alberta hard this fall. 

Dr. Andre Corriveau, Al¬ 
berta’s chief medical offi¬ 
cer, and Dr. Richard Mus- 
to, Calgary medical officer 
of health, held a press con¬ 
ference yesterday in 
Calgaiy to discuss the 
province’s response plan 
to the virus, which has al¬ 
ready affected at least 
1,648 people and killed 
seven across Alberta. 

“We’re readier than we 
have ever been and still 
polishing things up ... in 
my view there is a lot of 
encouraging information, 
there has been no major 
shift in the virus so far 
since March,” Corriveau 
told reporters. 

“Still to us, this is an in¬ 
fluenza virus that is behav¬ 
ing pretty much the same 
as all the other influenza 
viruses, the main 
difference being this is a 
novel virus.” 

With that said though, 
Musto added, people don’t 
take influenza viruses seri¬ 
ous enough and should en¬ 
sure to wash their hands 
properly and follow the 
proper health guidelines. 

“These things should be 
part of the new norm,” he 
said.

Noce 
may have lost his bids for 
the mayor’s chair, but 
don’t try telling playwright 
and star Vanessa Lever that

her knight in shining ar¬ 
mour is a loser. 

After catching a glimpse 
of Noce while she worked 
at a law firm in Scotia 
Place, Lever hatched the 
idea of a play about a Value 
Village employee who 
makes Noce the object of 
her obsession. Her compul¬ 
sive letter-writing to the 
dashing litigator is met 
with a restraining order, 
which is a lot funnier in 
the play than it might be 
in real life. 

Letters to Noce is Lever’s 


first full-length solo writ¬ 
ing debut and she showcas¬ 
es a quick wit and geek 
heart, both about pop cul¬ 
ture and Edmonton in gen¬ 
eral (she even manages to 
implicate herself in the 
conspiracy surrounding 
former Oiler Chris 
Pronger’s untimely depar¬ 
ture from the team). 

It is definitely a high¬ 
light from this year’s fest 
(Stage 4). 

Moving from obsession 
to potential repression, 
Who’s Afraid of Tippi Sea¬ 
gram is just as fun but 
much lewder and bawdier. 
Don’t say you weren’t 
warned. Seagram is a fad¬ 


ing Hollywood star, evok¬ 
ing Catherine O’Hara’s 
wonderful turn as Lola 
Heatherton on SCTV, and 
is the creation of Hamilton 
housewife and mother of 
three Colette Kendall. It’s 
the stereotype of Kendall’s 
quaint Steeltown domes¬ 
ticity that makes her 
stream of jaw-dropping in¬ 
nuendo all the more hilari¬ 
ous. 

From comparing a part 
of her anatomy to the face 
of former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker to re¬ 
counting her sexual ex¬ 
ploits in the underbelly of 
Tinseltown, Kendall’s bal¬ 
ance of comedic timing 


and capacity to riff on the 
crowd make her worthy of 
her Canadian Comedy 
Award nomination.

Facebook promises changes 

Site vows improvements to privacy after commissioner's report 


Facebook has given Cana¬ 
da’s privacy commissioner 
formal assurances that it is 
tightening up control over 
how people’s personal in¬ 
formation is treated on the 
huge, social networking 
site. 

The promises, delivered 
yesterday along with a 
schedule for improve¬ 
ments, appear to be a sign 
that this Canadian privacy 
dispute with Facebook will 
not escalate into a Federal 
Court case. 

Yesterday was the 30-day 
deadline for Facebook to 
respond to a strongly word¬ 
ed report issued last month 
by Canada’s privacy com¬ 


missioner, Jennifer Stod- 
dart, criticizing how peo¬ 
ple’s personal information 
was being treated by the 
global giant in online 
friendships. 

If Stoddart is not happy 
with Faceboolc’s response, 
she has 15 days to decide 
whether to get the Federal 
Court of Canada involved. 

About 12 million Canadi¬ 
ans use Facebook to con¬ 
nect with friends and col¬ 
leagues. Canada, with Stod¬ 
dart’s report, became the 
first country in the world 
to try to put some legal 
boundaries on the use of 
personal information on 
the site.

About 12 million Canadians 
are registered on Facebook. 

Alexandra Brown, a 
Toronto spokesperson for 
Facebook, said a formal re¬ 
sponse was sent yesterday 
to the privacy commission¬ 
er’s office, complete with 
timelines for Facebook to 
respond to the concerns 
raised in last month’s re¬ 
port. Over the past month, 
the two sides have report¬ 
edly been working well to¬ 


gether, with privacy com¬ 
mission officials paying a 
visit to Facebook headquar¬ 
ters in Palo Alto, Calif., to 
negotiate a compromise. 

“I know there’s been lots 
of discussion and there will 
continue to be discussion 
over the next 15 days,” 
Brown said. 

Canada’s privacy com¬ 
mission was sounding simi¬ 
larly upbeat about the sta¬ 
tus of the dispute. 

Anne-Marie Hayden, a 
spokesperson for the com¬ 
mission said: “We continue 
to have very positive dis¬ 
cussions with Facebook... 
It’s going very well.”

Militia leader backs 
Karzai ahead of vote 


One of Afghanistan's most 
notorious militia leaders 
threw his support behind 
President Hamid Karzai 
yesterday, the final day of 
campaigning for this 
week's tense election. 

With the outcome of 
Thursday’s ballot hanging 
on the threat of Taliban-led 
violence and the clout of 
old militia chiefs, Karzai’s 
main rival Abdullah Abdul¬ 
lah staged an equally frenet¬ 
ic rally in the capital, Kabul. 


In the north, thousands 
gave a rapturous welcome 
to former Uzbek militia 
chief Gen. Abdul Rashid 
Dostum, who jetted back to 
Afghanistan on Sunday 
from exile in Turkey. 

“We need to go with 
Hamid Karzai into the fu¬ 
ture,” Dostum told cheering 
supporters in Shiberghan, 
his home city. 

Dostum’s backing could 
deliver enough support to 
swing the election for 


Karzai in a single round, de¬ 
spite grave fears expressed 
by the United States and the 
United Nations over Dos¬ 
tum’s possible return to a 
position in government. 

Polls have shown Karzai 
firmly in the lead with 
about 45 per cent of the 
vote, but not enough to win 
an outright majority and 
avoid a run-off against Ab¬ 
dullah, Karzai’s former for¬ 
eign minister.

There wasn’t enough mo¬ 
mentum from the rank and 
file to say to heck with 
third place, let’s try and 
challenge the two major 


parties. 

To do that, changing the 
name to simply The Demo¬ 
cratic Party would have 
been a risk worth taking. In 
its current form the party 
still has a 1960s Woodstock 
air. Modernization of the 
image is a must. 

These should be ideal 
times for a party like the 
NDP. There’s a recession, an 
unpopular war, an environ¬ 
mental crisis with global 
warming. They are all is¬ 
sues that play to the left. 


But besides having the 
image of an old party they 
are also saddled with the 
problem of a lack of media 
presence. The New Democ¬ 
rats have no big media to 
sell their message — to sing 
their song. There’s a nation¬ 
al newspaper of the right, 
the National Post. 

There’s one for the cen¬ 
tre, the Globe and Mail. 
There’s none for the left. In 
recent times the Canadian 
media has drifted to the 
right. The NDP is largely ig¬ 


nored — even when the is¬ 
sues of the day run in their 
favour. 

To change this they have 
to find a way of gaining 
ownership of media proper¬ 
ties. 

But lefties don’t have 
deep pockets. 

Big money runs big me¬ 
dia — and that isn’t going 
to change.

Education or invasion? Take your pick against extremism

What’s a more potent anti¬ 
dote to extremism: Inva¬ 
sions and guns or money 
for schools? 

That was not a trick ques¬ 
tion and you don’t get gold 
stars for the right answer. 

Activists have long told 
us that getting an educa¬ 
tion was a great way out of 
poverty and a crucial ally to 
economic growth. So it was 
good to read last week that 
Canada plans to send Pak¬ 
istan more aid with a spe¬ 
cial emphasis on bolstering 


the Pakistani education 
system. About time. 

For a stark and bloody re¬ 
minder of where parents 
turn when public educa¬ 
tion fails their children, re¬ 
member the siege at Lai 
Masjid standoff in 2007 — 
not in a remote part of Pak¬ 
istan but in the capital, Is¬ 
lamabad. Two radical 
brothers established a Tal- 
iban-style compound that 
taught its students the 
virtues of vigilantism and 
suicide bombings. More 
than 100 people, including 
women and children, died 
after a bloody standoff with 
government forces. 

Schoolgirls who survived 
were sent back home — 
many to rural areas with¬ 
out schools for them — 
where they told reporters 
they missed their books 


and where they passed on 
what they had learned to 
village children. 

Parents wouldn’t have 
sent their girls and boys to 
the Lai Masjid compound if 
there were schools nearby. 

That gap has been filled 
by the now notorious 
“madrassas.” Unlike secu¬ 
lar schools, “madrassas” fo¬ 
cus on religious education. 
That isn’t the problem. 
Rather, it’s who funds 
them. 

Not eveiyone who goes 
to a madras sa blows him¬ 
self up, but I am not naive 
enough to think they’re all 
about love and God either. 

If poor governments 
don’t invest enough in 
schools, you can be sure 
boys get priority when they 
do. It’s either harsh reality 
— boys can work and sup¬ 


port family — or misogyny 
— in May, 90 Afghan girls 
were hospitalized with five 
slipping briefly into comas 
after the Taliban staged the 
third poison gas attack in 
as many weeks on girls' 
schools. Sometimes it’s 
both. 

In a 2004 report, the U.S.- 
based Council on Foreign 
Relations explained why 
girls’ education was worth 
the investment: it delivers 
huge returns for economic 
growth, political participa¬ 
tion, women’s health, 
more sustainable families, 
and disease prevention. 

Surely returns like that 
deserve gold stars?

Cemex seeks

cement Cemex, the 
world’s No. 3 cement mak¬ 
er, said yesterday it must 
raise $1 billion in equity 
by June as part of a $15 bil¬ 
lion debt restructuring 
that has allayed fears of 
default. 

Monterrey-based Cemex 
will face higher interest 
rates on its debt owed to 
banks and an additional 
$100 million fee if it does 
not sell the shares by then, 
executives said during a 
conference call with ana¬ 
lysts. 

“This agreement is 
based on Cemex’s recogni¬ 
tion that we need to 
reduce our balance sheet 
leverage and debt levels, 
and our creditors’ recogni¬ 
tion that time and flexibil¬ 
ity are required for a sus¬ 
tainable solution,” said 
Hector Medina, vice-presi¬ 
dent of finance. 

Fears that it would fail 
to satisfy creditors have 
hurt Cemex since last 
year, when the global cred¬ 
it crisis slammed construc¬ 
tion markets and made it 
harder for even the largest 
emerging-market compa¬ 
nies to borrow in dollars. 

Cemex had been under 
immense pressure to 
reach a deal to extend 
debt it took on to finance 
its acquisition of 
Australia’s Rinlcer in 2007. 
The company had faced 
unmanageable debt matu¬ 
rities over the next two 
years. 

The restructuring agree¬ 
ment extends Cemex’s 
debt through 2014.

In the upcoming family 
film Shorts, a group of 
kids find a magical stone 
that enables them to wish 
for anything they want. 

It’s a quandary Jon Cryer 
would likely never want to 
find himself in. 

“If I could wish for any¬ 
thing, what would it be?” 
ponders the actor when 
posed the hypothetical 
proposition.

Fair enough. The star of 
TV’s Two and a Half Men 
would rather discuss work¬ 
ing with enigmatic film¬ 
maker Robert Rodriguez 
anyhow.

“As an actor, instead 
of being this little cog in 
the wheel, you get the big 
picture while you’re doing 
it which is great.”

3. Cover lightly with foil 
and bake at 350 F (180 C) 
for 55 minutes or until 
rice and chicken are 
tender. Sprinkle with pars¬ 
ley before serving.
